Vulcan Police Kept Busy 
During Past Two Months 


Fines totalling $468 were paid 
during the months of September 
and October at police court re¬ 
sulting from 31 cases appearing be¬ 
fore magistrate W. A. Shields. 

In September, 41 complaints re¬ 
sulted in 15 going to court which 
totalled $178 in fines. These were 
mostly involving traffic offences 
including two from speeding 
charges. Others dealt with illegal 
possession of liquor in two in¬ 
stances, and two charges of fight¬ 
ing in a public place. 

Four car accidents reported and 
in one, a car was impounded for 
some time when the owner failed 
to produce a pink card. 

Four local juveniles were charg¬ 
ed in court with theft and were 
turned over to juvenile authorities. 

A break-in of a local implement 
business was reported but no loss 
sustained. Investigation indicated 
this to be likely the work of local 


persons and not the start of the 
usual rash of break-ins which are 
attempted by outsiders during the 
winter months. 

A warrant is out for the arrest 
of a one-time farm laborer in the 
district who wrote a cheque on his 
employer, then disappeared. 

During October, 36 complaints 
resulted in 16 cases being heard 
in court. 

Three speeding charges headed a 
list of traffic violations. Five per¬ 
sons where charged with being in¬ 
toxicated in a public place while 
one charge of illegal possession of 
liquor was heard. A fine of $100 
was levied in one impaired driving 
charge. 

A car stolen from main street 
was later found abandoned in the 
country. 

Four minor accidents were re¬ 
ported which resulted in $350 in 

damages.

The Alberta Veterinary Services 
Branch stress that the importance 
of a well organized sanitary pro¬ 
gram cannot be overemphasized 
from the point of view of reducing 
livestock production costs. 

To do a good job of white wash¬ 
ing and disinfecting, the buildings 
must be thoroughly cleaned. No 
disinfectant is very effective where 
there are large amounts of organic 
matter such as straw or manure. 
Walls, ceilings and ledges should 
be brushed down with a wet broom 
and the floors and sides of the 
stalls or pens scrubbed with a lye 
solution. 

One can of lye, dissolved in 2% 
gallons of water is recommended 
for routine disinfecting. All feed 
and water troughs sh'ould be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected. 
This is particularly important in 
the case of poultry, calves and 
young pigs. Accommodation, which 
has been used Tor sick animals 
should be scrubbed out with a so¬ 
lution of 2 cans of lye to 2% gal¬ 
lons of water, or some other equally 
good disinfectant. 

The Veterinary Services Branch 
recommend the following procedure 
for white washing. Use a stiff 
brush and a wet cloth or hose, re¬ 
move the old coat before applying 
the new which should always be put 
on while the surface is still damp. 
If it dries too quickly it is likely 
to chalk and rub off. 

Carbola White Wash Mix is a 
ready mixed spray which is re¬ 
ported to give excellent results. If 
a home-made white wash is to be 
used, mix 1 bag of hydrate lime to 
7 gallons of water. Then dissolve 6 
lbs. of salt in 3 gallons of boiling 
water and mix the two solutions 
together when they are cold. Next, 
stir in 3 pounds of Portland cement 
with a disinfectant such as Creolin 
and let the solution stand for se¬ 
veral days before it is used.

Hardly Realistic 


“Unrealistic” is one of the first words that come 
to mind when studying the requests of some 20,000 
members of the operating staffs of both Canadian 
railways, who have demanded an increase of 12 per 
cent in wage scales when their present contract runs 
out at the end of the year, and even above this, a 
number of fringe benefits. The fringe benefits may 
not add any money to the worker’s pocket, but they 
definitely give him a better standard of living at no 
extra cost, and they sure take it out of the railway’s 
pocket. 

And to make the effrontery even more crude, 
they have tagged a statement to their demands that 
they do not want to be bothered with any “delays” 
such as have been experienced in former negotiations. 
The glint of naked power is just as frightening when 
the strength of unions is shown as when the strength 
of steel armor-plate is demonstrated. 

Much more feeling is shown by the much 
stronger . . . 80,000-odd ... non-operating staff who 
have requested from 15 to 20 cent increases. Even so, 
this works out at something like a $350 bump, hardly 
insignificant, even by union standards. 

We don’t know how the pay of rail workers com¬ 
pares at present with that of other trades, and maybe 
we ought to. However, there have been so many 
surges in their rates over the years it seems hard to 
imagine they’re seriously out of line. On top of this, 
we do know that there is no union among the people 
who are going to be stuck with paying the increase. 
The consumers who pay the freight can’t somehow 
get together and use this “either pay or else” 
technique. 

It’s deplorable to see the big stick method being 
used in all of labor’s so-called bargaining. The fear 
and brutality brought out in the SIU problems are 
not restricted to that union alone either, and the pub¬ 
lic is mighty impatient to see some of the might put 
in the hands of the unions by the governments bal¬ 
anced off by counter controls. What is fair and just 
for one side of the agreement should also be fair and 
just for the opposition.
